Two classic movies recently remade by Hollywood and a dramatization of the tortured life of 
Frida Kahlo, celebrated Mexican painter and wife of Diego Rivera. 


The Cleveland Museum of Art presents three celebrated movies that are especially relevant 
today: The Shop Around the Corner (Friday, February 5) and Death Takes a Holiday (Friday 
the 12th), because both were recently remade (some say unnecessarily) by Hollywood, and 
Frida (Friday the 26th); because the film’s subject, Mexican painter Frida Kahlo, was the 
wife of artist Diego Rivera, whose work is featured in a major retrospective that opens 
February 14 at the museum.

Recently upgraded into the digital-age fable You've Got Mail [ this charming romantic 
comedy tells of two shop employees who are unaware that they are carrying on a love affair with each 
other by correspondence. 

Death Takes a Holiday

(USA, 1934, b&w, 16mm, 78 min.) Directed by Mitchell Leisen, with Frederic March, Evelyn Venable, and 
Guy Standing. Reincarnated last year as Meet Joe Black , this well-regarded film finds Death assuming human 
form, walking the earth, and falling in love. Maxwell Anderson co-adapted Alberto Casella's play. 

Frida

(Mexico, 1984, color, subtitles, 35mm, 108 min.) Directed by Paul Leduc, with Ofelia Medina. Frida Kahlo, 
the great Mexican painter, radical, and wife of Diego Rivera, looks back over her eventful life in this inti- 
mate, intricate dramatization. " Frida is that rare film that makes paintings cinematic.
